The studenU of McGill Univer- 
sity will be asked on Wednesday to 
support a motion'asking thé Nation- 
al Federation ot Canadian Univer- 
sity Students to reconsider its de- 
cision not to invite a group of . So- 
viet students to visit Canada, It 
was learned last night. 
LÏh'eîplàn.was originalljr: proposed 
af*4n^Inieitiati6nai Union ot-Sttfd? 
ents meeting at Warsaw this past 
summer by Denis Lazurc, a Canad- 
ian delegate to that meeting. Later, 
when he presented, it -,10 the-recent 
conference ot the' National Federa- 
tion of Canadian University Stud- 
ents at London, Ont., .'the ^lah was 
vetoed tor reasons .which have bcci> 
ctiallenged by mahy-stuàènt news- 
papers across Canada. 

The motion to be . presented at 
Wednesday's Student Society meet- 
ing will read as follows:, 

Whereas the Student Society of 
McGill University, reaffirming its 
total opposition to the 'aims and 
methods ot Soviet Communism, and 
deploring particularly . the current 
barriers which prevent the interna- 
tional exchange of persons, ideas, 
and publications, believes that the 
present tension between nations 
cannot be alleviated unleiss a real- 
istic attempt to achieve mutual 
understanding is made by all peo- 
ple, particularly studenU, and. 

Whereas we believe that an ex- 
change of student visits between 
Canada and the Soviet Union would 
contribute to this end both in itself 
and as an indication to the stud- 
ents of the world of our faith in 
democratic ideals and practice. 

Therefore be it resolwH: 

(a) That the McGill Student So- 
ciety expresses Its profound re- 
gret that the National Federation 
of Canadian l^niversity Students 
decided in conference at London, 
Ont, not to ratify the proposed 
student exchange between Canada

Denis Lazurc's idea wfs neither 
new nor untried. In fact Britain 
had execiited Just such an exchange 
with the Soviets last winter. The 
president ot Britain's National Un- 
ion ut Students, John Thompson, 
described' It to Denis lazure in .this 
\\?ay:'' In' Feb'riiary, fitted Soviet 
students, natives of most areas 
within the U.S.S.R. toured British 
Universities.' The students they met 
found them, reasonable in discus- 
sion, and almost fantastically inac- 
curate' ht the notions they brought 
with them about the living and ec- 
onomic conditions of British stud- 
ents, Thompson described their vis- 
it as a "real accomplishment in the 
field of understanding." Next month 



the Britons paid a return -visit 

Three days later the Soviets had 
"thought it over." There is every 
evidence that they had,, in. fact, 
cleared the "proposal with the 
Soviet Government through the 
Moscow headquarters ot the Soviet 
Anti-Faclst Youth Committee (Stu- 
dents' Section). That is the name 
ot Russia's national student's union.: 
the equivalent of our National Fed- 
eration of Cnnadian University 
Students (NFCUS). 

"Yes," the Russians lioldlpenis 
Lazure, "wo would , be>.-- happy ' to 
come. And we here and iibw ex- 
tend an invitation on the same basis 
as yours- to Canada's national stu- 
dents' union to. send a delegation to 
visit us." 




They Would Pay Jheir,Own Way 

HowZwbuld the trip over here^ Invitailo'ns would have to be 
be financed? The Soviets seemed 
not ' to be.. ww^^^boul that at all. 
In the first^^laceruiey would fly to 
Canada at their o^yn expense (it 
is ^likely the Soviet (Jovernment 
would foot the bill). Secondly, the 
receipts from the cultural perform- 
ances they would give would be 
contributed- tpwards'.; their travel- 
ling expenses while here. And If 
the NFCUS couldn't ."!cr.ipe up 
enough jiioney to cover the remain- 
ing expenses, the Soviets them- 
selves would pay the difference. 

That was how matters stood' when 
the meeting brcikc up in Warsaw.

Ing, the delegates who opposed the 
proposal at the conference now 
seem to have forgotten why. The 
Federation's Ontario vice-president 
has said publicly that It was turned 
down because having the Soviets 
here would cost the federation a 
lot of money. And from Toronto, 
the Federation has written to the 
Russian students' union Riving this 
as a reason for the decision: "A 
number of difficulties were raised 
in conjunction with the financing 



arrangements for conducting such a 
tour across Canada.".^,. These sUte- 
ments clearly^mlsrepresent the 
tacts. The resolution on the matter 
that was defeated at the conference 
was strictly a question of principle, 
it simply proposed that the invl- 
talion be ratified, and contained kti^ 
explicit proviso that the Federa- 
tion would incur no financial res- 
ponsibility it the Soviets actually 
came.

The great Greek philosophers, Arlatotle and 
Plato, believed that democracy was unfesslbte. 
They eontcnded that democracy could only endure 
with an educated and responsible electorate, an 
elector ale capable of being ruled by reason rather 
than emotion, and they did not believe such an 
electorate could exist. 

The 1951 New York Herald Tribune Forum, 
.. held many centurlca after the death of these men, 
concerned itself with theaesame problems. Speaker 
'^'T'^ ïfter apeakér reiterated the theme that in dmb. 
cracy the individual must either take an active 
:■ . Interest In the political life of hla nation, or even- 
tually sacrifice hLs freedom. 

However modern man is confronted with more 
lin' â aimplè choice between assuming or not as- 
lumlng responalblllty in the polllicil life of his 
; i - community. For he desires security, both économie 
r ^and physchological, equally .'u mucte M^ he desires ; 
^^i'^iireedom, and In some cases mbrcTBuf freedom, as 
i'Iîwell as conferring certain privUcRcs upon the in- 
dividual, implies a certain responsibility for one's 
own actions which many individuals arc both un- 
lUlng, and, in our modern, technological age, un- 
ffclie^to assume. Hence the state is called upon to 
''pribvide the individual with economic aecurity, 
' while, at the same time, it Is expected to' guaran- ' 
tee all the privileges of a free society. As Robert 
A. Vogeler, pritoner of the Hungarian communists 
{or :tv;o years said, "Modern dictatorships gain 
power by promising the i)eople prosperity and se- 
curity In exchange for the surrender .of their .

The tragedy of thi.'s situation la that the 
average individual, in our society is not able to 
ttlchd college, and, if a college jtludcnt docs not 
have' an adequate grasp of the meaning of demo- 
cracy, what can we expect of these othei: citizens? 

Communism and Fascism have not overlooked 
these pyscholoRical needs of man. Tlicy have pro- 
vided him with a sense of direction. They have 
made him feel tdat he is the architect of the "New 
Democracy," that he counts, for something in the 
state and la not. merely an. non-cntlty. Nor «hâve 
thtse totalitarian systemà' attracted ■ their follow- 
ers solely through promises of material gain. On 
the contrary, a spartan èxistence has'beén urged 
upon them that they might build for the future. 
"In a word, they have appealed to the idealism of 
their followers, and In so doing have provided 
them \ylth pyschological security. 

Democraey, if it^ls to win the battle for the 
minds of men, must sell itself not just on promises 
of a hljher standard of living, and more refriger- 
ators and television sels In every home. Rather 
it must restate and propogate its faith in the ideals 
of Western civilization. In the belief that the state 
exists for the individual, and not' the individual 
for the state. ■ ' 

If democracy is lo win in the long run. it 
must fatlsfy both man's need for economic and 
' pyschological ^security.
